His tindess lalKtrs were rewarded 
when he discovered a rim of dacite ce- 
ment, wbicli <arrled the water to tbe 
straliinis below. He found that by 
piercing these lower stiatums he could 
reach the underground How, and in 
the spring of 1918 he filled the first of 
his reservoirs. Crater lake, with ir>0,- 
000,000 gallons of water of true un- 
der-round flow. 

Mr. SpotCOT used seven extinct 
craters for reservoirs, with a combined 
• apacity of 2.0o<),ono,(>X> ;:ulloiis.

Only very 
old men, howevw. are rash enough to 
sit down in tbe same seat with a Turk- 
ish woman.

Windmill Generates Electricity. 

The windmill lias not been general- 
ly found available for fhe generation 
of electricity because of the irregular- 
ity ef tte irfi' intiuta. tat thiu, has 
been overcome by a Swedish inventor. 
Instead of being directly connected 
to tlie dynamo in the usual manner, 
the mill- wheel shaft is geared to a 
hoisting device, whiA serves to ele- 
vate a two-ton weight to the top of a 
53-foot steel and wood tower. When 
the weight reaches the maximum 
height, it is relea.sed, and. as it falls, 
actuates the dynamo, which is mount- 
ed on a bracket at the apex of the 
tower with the mill wbitA. A stwage 
battery and switchboard MS housed in 
the lower portion of the tower.
